alien hordes" and a "small minority of radical agitators" now 
"threatens the foundations of our industrial life." 


It is a black, it is a despairing picture. It is enough to 


shodder one's overshoes off. But thank goodness the doctor is 
here with his satchel full of big, brown pills. 


If you would rescue America from the brink of the abyss, 


says tihe League, deport alien anarchists, control immigration, 
promote "100 per cent Americanism,7' provide for compulsory 
military training. 
These measures raay serve as a crutch. But 


if you would provide ailing America with a pair of nonH^Hap- 
sible lungs and piano-wire sinews, send S25 to the National Se- 
curity League and 'become a. life member. 


All this, of course, is moonshine. The League's threat of a 


"radical menace7' and revolution (as the League interprets it) 
is on a par with much hysterical war-time clamor. And the 
League's panacea, admitting such'an emergency to exist, con- 
tains the policies and gestures employed with such notable suc- 
cess by kaiser and czar.

With glaring examples only a nose-length away, it is a tru- 


ism to assert that the surest and quickest road to revolution by 
force is the road of suppression. One has only to turn to last 
month's papers and read the swift uprising thai followed the 
attempt of Von Kapp to revive junkerism in Prussia, to trace 
such a policy's logical consequences. 


The National Security League, with rfs cry for deportation 


of dissenters, its policy of militarism, its censorship of foredgn 
languages in press and schools, its propaganda of hysteria, is 
doing more today to awaken unrest and resentment in America 
than the most inflammable product of syndicalist philosophy.. 


The National Security League craftily denounces the lawful 


struggle of a manbrity for governmental and economic expres- 
sion as a "radical menace," and condones, if not actually precipi- 
tates a libel on democracy such as occurred last week in Albany, 
which, in one day. struck a more vicious blow at constitutional I 
liberty than all the "outrages" of direct-actionists in our history. 


This much we have learned. 
The breath of powerful moneyed interests brought the Na-
